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WALL STREET’S FAMOUS BLACK FRIDAY. 


Thursday's panicky time on the New 
York Exchange brought with it recol- 
lections of the famous ‘'Black Friday,’’ 
Sept. 24, 1869. It resulted from unwar- 
ranted speculation in inflated stocks at 
a time when the country was in a hith- 
erto unknown state of prosperity. In 
that year the country found its crops 
far in excess of its needs, and some 
means of stimulating exports. was 
sought. Gold, as a commodity, was 
cheaper than farm products, because 
the government had been selling it in 
such quantities. The supply of gold in 
New York was reduced to $25,000,000 
when the government was induced to 
stop selling it at the solicitation of 
merchants and bankers, 

Jay Gould foresaw the outcome, and 
although President Grant was never 
thoroughly convinced that it was best 
for the country to cease selling gold, 
he gave way to the advice of finan- 
ciers and Gould proceeded to tighten 
his web. All being ready, Gould, 
through friends in the cabinet at Wash- 
ington, contrived to induce the Presi- 
dent-to take a vacation, In order that 
there might be countermanding of the 
order to sell no more gold while Gould 
was making the final.coup in his great 
acheme.: The President went to Little 
Washington, Pa., an obscure town, and 
Gould’s detectives shadowed his every 
move. 

James Fisk, Jr., was in the deal with 
Gould, and they purchnséd gold wher- 
ever it was obtainable. Tens of mil- 
lions a day came under the control of 
t two men @ntil finally it dawned on 
the ‘public that Gould had cornered the 
gold supply. Pleadings were in vain, 
Grant was safely out of the way and 
the morning of ‘Black Friday’’ arrived. 


At thé opening gold was at 1. It

jumped to 143, then to 10. Wall street 
went wild and the gold room of the 
Stock Exchange was a cauldron of ex- 
citement. Consternation was on every 
hand. Men were trampled on and left 
to take care of themselves as best they 
could. It was a human stockpen—a min- 
lature mob of the French revolution. 

When 160 was reached the commer- 
cial community became bewildered, and 
at the noon hour the great crowds of 
spectators packed Broad, Wall. and 
New streets until the mass was like a 
stone wall. The price went to 1@, then 
half a cent higher, and the crowds be- 
gan fighting in a demontiacal frenzy. 
Scores. were injured, but Gould _ re- 
mained stolid. Then came 16, Fisk, 
in order to further clinen things, had 
written a letter to President Grant, at 
Little Washington, asking him to direct 
the treasury not to sell any more gold 
under any consideration. 

Grant became suspicious at this, gal- 
loped to the nearest telegraph office, 
and ordered the treasury to sell at once 
$5,000,000 of gold. The news swept on to 
Wall street and gold dropped to 138. No 
avalanche ever tore along with more 
force than did this news of Secretary 
Boutwell's order to sell. The truth was 
out, the conspiracy was laid bare, and 
those who were victors © seconds be- 
fore were vanquished. 

Failure upon failure resulted and 
dozens of brokers were wrecked. The 
conspirators, guarded by deputy sher- 
iffs, escaped through a rear passage 
into Wall stret and fled to the Broad- 
street office of Smith, Gould & Martin, 
where the crowd besieged them for 
hours, with threats of lynching. The 
combination was broken and “Black 
Friday’’ was a memory, but Gould and 
Fisk had made their millions.

CONTRACTOR M’QUADE KILLED. 


Run Down by a Suburban Electric Car 
on Wash Street. 

Michael McQuade was run down by a 

Suburban motor car at 6 o'clock Thursday 

night and received injuries from which he

Mr. Debs 
has ever sinee stoutly insisted that while 
the American Railway Union wes ahead cf 
time. that it would in the end serve the pur- 
pose of directing attention to the plan of a 
unified organization of ail railway labor, 
and in his dafly mail he finds letters from 
men in the class of brotherhoods who op- 
posed him then now.asking him to help in 
forming such an organization. 

He says: “It seems that the organization 
is well under way on the Pacific coast un- 
der the name of the United Brotherhood 
of Railway Employes, and is slowly trav- 
eling eastward. The movement started 
with the Southern Pacific, those at the head 
of it remaining close under cover for fear 
of discovery and discharge. The railway 
men are learning that to do anything weil 
in the way ofsecuring their rights with the 
ral.way managements, it will be necessary 
for the different organizations to amal- 
gamate and work as a harmonious unit, for 
under the old regime, when one brotherhood 
got what it wanted another did not, and 
there was constant friction. The only way 
for the railroad man to get his rights oday 
is for him to work in conjunction with all 
his fellow “employ es."’
